the construction of this railroad. Denenstrationa, reprisale and other pressures 
were ysed in the attempt to get volunteers. Tho campaign was sucedseful, and 
each town or region supplied » brigede or two for a period of two months, these 
brigedes being replaced by fresh groups. The average number in each brigade . 
ranged from 1650 to 500 young men and women. ® : 

Ss While |the rapid turnover in workers slowed the work, the authorities welcomed 
the opportunity of this period as training in "sollective living and work” and 
polit cal orientation. There were six hours of work each day and six more of 

instruction” by political comeissars and Party intellectuals. The curriculum 
was patterned after the Soviet "Komsowol" (Uaion of Soviet Communist Youth)sad 
included courses for illiterates, Partisan songs, newsreels, lectures aad a 
dancing. Special subjects such ag Communist Doctrine, History and Organization 
were offered to sélected workers. . 


4. During the first peried of Mey and dune, there were 14,041 workers from all 
classes of Yugeslay soolety end from all Yugoelev republics. Foreign onmmmi ets 
Were Gleo represented in some brigades.

6, The sqcond group worked during July and August. It was composed of 87 brigades 
and tatalled 24,000 workers. The majority were etudentes from al) Yugoslavia, 
including some 200 foreign communists from Sastern Surope and the Balkans. This 


group laid raile to 28 kilometers beyond Brcko where they had trouble with two. 
tunnels and. landslides. . 


8» The third group which worked during September and October numbered approximately 
16,000 workers who were mostly pomsants and inhabitants of smell toma.
